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Tipping point 
in cage-free 
eggs debate? 


Los Angeles Times 
Will the next egg you crack come from a chick 
en raised in a roomier barn? 

Foodies and farmers are in unusual agree- 
ment: If not now, then soon enough. 

Both say McDonald’s recent decision to tran- 
sition to “cage-free” eggs was a tipping point in 
the $9 billion egg industry, which still produces 
96 percent of its eggs in barns full of stacked 
wire cages. 

It will be increasingly hard to ignore a buyer 
of 2 billion eggs, especially given that McDon- 
ald’s joined a flock of companies that already 
made similar supply-line switches—including 
the top three cafeteria service companies, and 
fast-food competitors Burger King, Dunkin’ 
Donuts and Starbucks. 

Since California passed a measure requiring 
more space for egg-laying hens in 2008, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Arizona, Michigan and Ohio 
have enacted laws regulating hen housing. Ac- 
tivists in Massachusetts have launched a similar 
measure aimed at the 2016 presidential ballot. 

“The McDonald’s announcement really 
settles the debate as to whether there will be 
a future for cage confinement in the egg in- 
dustry—the answer is no, there won't be,” said 
Paul Shapiro, vice president of farm animal 
protection for the Humane Society of the US. 
“How quickly that will happen is now the real 
question.” 

Ken Klippen, head of the National Asso- 
ciation of Egg Farmers, agrees, but he isn’t ex- 
actly applauding the McDonald’s decision. He 
penned an open letter to the company, chal- 
lenging its assertion that it’s more humane to 
give chickens more room, and reminding them 
that more manure may come into contact with 
eggs laid by hens that have access to floors. 

“I agree. This is a tipping point,” Klippen 
said. “The egg farmers do want to respond to 
this because there is a segment of us that dis- 
agree with the merits behind that decision.”

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Work the fantasy | 
football waiver wire 
like a true player 


If you have ever been 
to a nightclub, mixer 
or any social event 
where there are single 
men or women, you 
likely have encoun- 
tered a player. 

They employ a 
variety of pickup 
lines and techniques 
with one relentless 
goal in mind: scoring. 
Loathed by almost anyone with a smidgen 
of conscience, players also can be secretly 
envied by many because they almost always 
appear to get what others want. 

While I'd never condone being a “playa” 
in the game of love, I endorse it heavily in 
fantasy football. My advice is simple: Work- 
ing your league’s waiver wire like a true player 
can lead to that happy ending you’ve always 
dreamed of. 


Strike fast 

Players don’t wait for eye contact or flirta- 
tious banter, they immediately pounce on 
what they like. Second-guessing your attrac- 
tion, mustering the courage to make a move 
or waiting for a sign will likely result in miss- 
ing out on the object of your desire. Second- 
guessing my attraction to the Packers’ James 
Jones before Week 1 cost me multiple scores. 
Go for it! No cheesy pickup lines needed. 


Get what you want and leave 
Players usually aren’t into long-term rela- 
tionships, and you shouldn't be either. Most 
waiver pickups are short-term, used to get

over being hurt by someone (on your roster) 
or to keep the proverbial seat warm of the 
one who has the top spot in your heart (and 
lineup) on a weekly basis. Grab that tight 
end, ride them for a couple of weeks and 
then dump them, avoiding the awkward 
bye (week). Excuses like “There’s just no 
chemistry” aren’t required either. There are 
no strings attached. 


Use protection 

I give this advice not because you don’t know 
where someone’s been, but because you know 
a player’s history. Using a waiver pick on the 
backup to an oft-injured or underperforming 
player can help you avoid heartbreak when 
Alshon Jeffery leaves you high and dry or 
when C,J. Anderson doesn’t put out (or up) 
like you want. 


Shock and awe 
Even players have a code, so this is the one 
technique I DO NOT RECOMMEND. 
It’s the equivalent of hitting on everything 
with a pulse so your friends (and opponents) 
get nothing. In fantasy football, the player 
equivalent of this approach is picking up 
anyone who might be in any way attractive to 
the competition and immediately dumping 
them. As most leagues have rules requiring 
a waiting period to acquire a released player, 
owners needing a bye week or injury replace- 
ment can be you-know-what-blocked from 
scoring.

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Michael Shannon talks moral dilemmas, 
taking the CTA and his new film ‘99 Homes’

ou don’t expect to look across a Brown Line train and see Superman’s 


nemesis. But when someone tweeted that he thought he saw Michael 


Shannon, perhaps now best known as General Zod in “Man of Steel,” on 


the CTA this morning (and by “this morning,” I mean last Thursday), he was right. 


“I take the subway or the ‘L quite often, 
yeah. My whole strategy is to just act like it’s 
not unusual that I’m on the train,” said the 
41-year-old Oscar nominee (“Revolutionary 
Road”) and star of “99 Homes,” which is out 
Friday, at the Virgin Hotel. He usually lives in 
New York but is staying in Streeterville and 
taking public transportation to Old Town, the 
location of A Red Orchid Theatre—which 
Shannon (“Boardwalk Empire”) co-founded 
and where he’ll appear Nov. 4-Dec. 13 in “Pil- 
grim’s Progress.” “So if I think that it’s not un- 
usual, then other people won't either. I think 


you cultivate that sense of, ‘Oh, I’m some 
famous guy’ or something ... If you don’t do 
that, it’s not [a big deal]. 

“I’m trying to be a little incognito right 
now, although it’s hard to do because inevita- 
bly however I look, I look like somebody in 
something I’ve done.” 

Hopefully many will see Shannon’s great 
work in “99 Homes,” which is set in Orlando 
in 2010 and stars Shannon (who spent time 
at New Trier and Evanston Township High 
School and many years in the Chicago theater 
world after that; also, he has like 10 movies on 


the way, and “Empire” creator Lee Daniels used 
to be his manager) as Rick, a real estate bro- 
ker who’s an extreme realist about removing 
people from their foreclosed homes. Andrew 
Garfield plays a single dad and construction 
expert who’s evicted, only to start working for 
Rick and learning to do the same difficult job. 


“99 Homes” asks a lot of interesting moral 
questions. Can you think of a moral dilemma 
or difficult crossroads you’ve ever faced? 
Huh. That’s an interesting question. I mean 
for me it’s basically how I interact with other 
people. The world is very crowded, and it’s 
easy to get frustrated by other people. I see 

it all the time. In myself and other people. 
Sometimes it seems like we’re all just in each 
other’s way. So for me I guess it’s a moral 
question of accepting other people, accept- 
ing society, our culture, not getting frustrated

with other people, trying to live in some sort 
of harmony. 


Taking the CTA is a good way to test your 
limits on that. 

Yeah. Well, I don’t know. The Brown Line’s 
actually pretty peaceful in the morning. 
There’s not many people on it, particularly 
if youre going north.

What I know about construction I know 
from building sets at Red Orchid Theatre, 
which is a company I’m a member of—I’ve 
been there 23 years. For most of those years,

ran the theatre, would build the sets. So 
we'd go over to Home Depot, we’d get the 
stuff and come in and build the sets all day 
and rehearse at night. We built some pretty 
realistic sets sometimes. Almost home qual- 
ity. We were very proud of that. I don’t watch 
television at all. Ever.

Zero. Unless it’s on—if I’m in a public place 
and it’s on I'll look at it, or sometimes if

In my own house, in my personal time, I 
don’t watch television.

This movie struck me as something that 
maybe could work as a play. Because of your 
theater background, how much do you think 
about films you’re doing and think it could 
be a play, and additional layers you would or 
wouldn't be able to find in that setting? 

I really tend to keep them very separate. I 
understand what you’re saying because of the 
dialogue and whatnot, but I actually think 
the landscape of this film is very important 
and I think it’s very beautifully shot. I think 
you need to see these homes, which is not 
something you could do onstage. If they 
even tried it would be like a backdrop and 
you'd be flying it in; it’d make these long 
transitions. You wouldn’t want to do this on 

a single set because it’s 99 homes you need

The real estate 
system is awful, isn’t 
it? Buying property 
based on what money 
you think you'll have 
despite not being 
able to predict the 
future and lend- 

ers understandably 
not being that nice 
about things when 
you say, “Something’s 
changed and I can’t 
pay what I thought I 


could pay.” 

It’s hard not to think about this during 
“gg Homes,” which could have demonized 
real estate mogul Rick Carver (Michael Shan- 
non), who during the housing crisis in 2010 
Orlando specializes in notifying people that 
they need to vacate their foreclosed homes. 
But director/co-writer Ramin Bahrani (‘At 
Any Price,” “Goodbye Solo”), long interested 
in how people do their jobs, doesn’t write 
Rick as a monster, and Shannon makes the 
man’s realism brilliantly understandable: The 
situation has changed his job, and growing up 
with little has made him determined to excel. 
Besides, he’s not the one removing people 
from their places —he’s just representing the 
agencies doing the evicting. It’s increasingly 
morally sticky, and Shannon, without having 
to yell, makes Rick intense and fascinating. 

He shows little sympathy (“This isn’t your 
house, son”) when evicting Dennis (Andrew 


Garfield), his mom (Laura Dern) and his son 
(Noah Lomax) from the home where Dennis 
grew up and where his mom also lives and 
does her business. The trio moves into a 
motel already packed with families who have 
experienced the same. And since Dennis, a 
versatile construction worker struggling to 
find work, needs money no matter how he 
gets it, he embraces the opportunity to work 
for Rick, even as Dennis, to a degree trying 
on the devil’s clothes, develops into a new 
version of the man he so recently hated. 

Bahrani underuses Dern, a factor of “99 
Homes” (which sometimes recalls “Up in 
the Air”) fitting its characters into certain 
plot-driving boxes and only letting them 
work within highly thematic shifts between 
the haves and have-nots. What builds into 
a tense moral standoff goes a little soft in 
the end, and a scene in which Dennis and 
an acquaintance insist neither is doing what 
they normally do or being who they actually 
are feels unnaturally shoehorned in. 

But Shannon and Garfield, impressively 
showing the fragile change in perspective of 
aman who’s gotten nowhere by doing the 
right thing, make great sparring partners 
even when they’re on the same team. Early 
in their partnership, Rick hires Dennis to 
help clean up an abandoned house with a 
sewage backup. Dennis goes in there, looks 
around, comes back outside and vomits. For 
a second, you can't believe he’s doing this. 
Then you think about his situation, and you 
can't believe he wouldn’t.

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I love GreenRiver, and the reason I can’t feel 
my face is because I’m six drinks in at dinner 
and I can’t stop. The list of 32 cocktails and 
an additional 10 highball selections is the 
best in-depth cocktail menu launched in 
Chicago since Sable Kitchen & Bar opened. 
The emerald-colored, hardbound menu itself 
is beautiful, the kind of fancy artifact you’d 
expect to find in a classy old Chicago steak- 
house. Drinks are organized by the base dis- 
tillation ingredients of the main spirit (corn, 
rye, agave, etc.), and the menu is replete with 
backstories of the Chicago personalities that 
each cocktail is named after. I kind of wanted 
to steal the menu, curl up next to a fireplace 
and savor the tales of guys like notoriously 
corrupt alderman Michael “Hinky Dink” 
Kenna or the courageous fighter pilot and 
airport namesake Edward Henry “Butch” 
O’Hare. 

But there was no chance of that as the 


server hovered and snapped up the menu as 
soon as we ordered. This also brings up one of 
my only minor points of contention about the 
restaurant. Because the menu is so interesting 
and long, it would be wise to bring multiple 
copies to the table so that each diner has a 
chance to peruse it at his or her leisure instead 
of waiting 10 minutes for the first person at 
your table to read it before everyone else can 
begin to consider their orders. 

The cocktail list is the result of a collabora- 
tion between Julia Momose, Aviary vet and 
GreenRiver’s head bartender, and Jack Mc- 
Garry, owner of consulting firm The Best Bar 
in the World and New York’s Dead Rabbit 
bar. “I flew to New York and we set up a little 
parlor bar and Jack and I would just riff on 
stuff, playing dealer’s choice, like, ‘Hey, taste 
this. What about this ingredient?’ until we 
found combinations we liked,” Momose said. 

After the cocktails were created, the

But in a way, I think I do know what he’s 
saying, for that lyric is an almost perfect 
encapsulation of how I feel about GreenRiver, 
the new Irish and Chicago history-inspired 
restaurant and bar from New York’s legendary 
restaurateur Danny Meyer (Union Square Cafe, 
Gramercy Tavern, The Modern and others. 
He’s kind of like the Rich Melman of New York 
City.) located on the 18th floor of Northwestern 
Memorial patient pavilion in Streeterville.

were matched up with the flavor profiles 

of each drink. “The Easy Eddie cocktail is 
named after this lawyer who was a really 
complex character who ... got caught up 
with Al Capone and was then assassinated 
for allegedly turning the government on to 
Capone’s bad dealings,” Momose said. “The 
cocktail has a creamy smooth bourbon back- 
bone, a little bit of muddy green chartreuse, 
sweetness from bright yuzu and lemon juice 
and a touch of bitterness from the banana 
and chocolate bitters. It’s complex and multi- 
faceted like Eddie was.” 


One of Chicago’s burgeoning 
bartending talents 

Momose is brilliant. She and her team aren't 
just pouring random liquids together and 
hoping you'll pay $16 for them. They’re using 
sugar and sweeteners to adjust the texture of 
drinks. They’re hand-chipping ice. They’re 
using garnishes that sustain the aromatic 
profiles of each drink. At GreenRiver, where 
some cocktails run as much as $19, you’re 
getting precisely what you pay for. 

Every single thing I drank was brilliant, 
balanced and appetite-whetting. One of my 
favorite drinks was the Square Shooter ($16), 
featuring Del Maguey Vida mezcal, aquavit, 
falernum, framboise liqueur and absinthe. 


The pale-pink elixir—which had delicate 
top notes of raspberry, dill and coriander— 
finished by punching me in the gut with 
assertive, bitter, smoky grapefruit and vanilla 
endnotes. 

Though the Square Shooter had a ton of 
ingredients, Momose’s highballs are simple, 


featuring hand-chipped triangular ice cubes, 
a base spirit, a mixer and a spritz of lemon 
oil. I absolutely loved the Carpano Bianco 
and Japanese plum vinegar combo ($11). It 
tasted like a fizzy syrup of almond, choco- 
late and ripe fruit. “I love the act of making 
a highball, where pieces of ice are chipped 


slowly and make a distinct noise, where the 
ice cubes crackle when they’re topped with 
liquid,” Momose said. “The highball is very 
interactive. I grew up in Japan where we'd 
take ume or plums and pickle them with rock 
sugar and soju or vinegar. We'd cut that with 
soda or oolong or barley tea. This drink is a 
nod to that.” 


Refined classics and prix-fixe 
level plates for asong 

The savory vinegar notes of the highball 

had me salivating for executive chef Aaron 
Lirette’s (MK, Acadia, Celeste) menu of 
refined classics. Beef tartare tossed with 
spicy horseradish and salty capers glistened 
with the golden yolk of a freshly breached 
farm egg ($13). Crispy rafts of sourdough 
were mounded with caper aioli-slathered 
hunks of applewood-smoked Great Lakes 
whitefish topped with zingy pickled radish 
circles and shaved celery ($9). The tangle of 
chewy housemade spaghetti ($23) covered in 
a custard-like sauce of saffron, wine, cream, 
chili threads and blended uni (sea urchin roe) 
was tossed with plump, briny Manila clams, 
and I couldn’t slurp it down fast enough. 

Tiny puck-shaped scallops ($16) nestled in 
a creamy puree of celery root were so deeply 
caramelized, they had a satisfying crunchy 
crust similar to a creme brulee. 

The only slight food miss was a carrot 
soup ($11), garnished with a tangy quenelle of 
creme fraiche, half orbs of caramelized Brus- 
sels sprouts, balsamic vinegar and a dash of 
crunchy sunflower seeds. The broth needed 
more salt. 


Aroom witha view 

You can certainly find food and drink of this 
caliber around town, but almost no place in 
Chicago is outfitted with such handsome 
honey-colored slatting, cool Danish-style 
wooden club chairs (the hard backs grew 

a little uncomfortable after two hours of 
sitting) and fancy swirling white marble 
tabletops. And as good as The Aviary or 
The Violet Hour is, neither of them has the 
breathtaking outdoor terrace of GreenRiver, 
which affords killer views of the Trump 
Tower and Wrigley Building spires. 


Bottom line 

GreenRiver is most certainly one of the best 
restaurant launches in Chicago this year. It’s 
also one of Chicago’s best cocktail bars. You 
can celebrate a special occasion with elegant 
offerings, like Lirette’s $105 36-ounce Slagel 
Family Farms ribeye for two, or you can pop 
in casually with friends after work to nosh on 
reasonably priced oysters and small plates or 
to suck down a bunch of Momose’s well- 
crafted cocktails.

SPENCER TWEEDY | FLEETWOOD MAC’S ‘RUMOURS’ 


For many hardcore music fans, saying you haven't heard an album can take a little bit of humility. 
When you haven't heard something that’s supremely canonical or influential, it takes even more 
out of you to admit, “No, I’ve never listened to that.” It shouldn't, though. Music is so boundless 
that even the most zealous listeners have trouble keeping up with everything. 

That’s why Blind Spots exists, a new feature where music reporter Josh Terry asks an artist 
about the most famous album they’ve never heard (this may be a classic, or it might just be 
something very well-known), plays it for them and interviews them about it. Think of it as not only 
a fun way to geek out about music but also to see what the fuss is about for these famous records. 


hy Spencer Tweedy 
| probably has more 
wre} experience talking 


about, playing and be- 
ing around music than 
most folks twice his 
age. As you probably 
know, the 19-year-old 
is Wilco frontman 
Jeff Tweedy’s son, 
the drummer for the 
father/son combo 
Tweedy, a founding member of his long-run- 
ning rock group The Blisters, the occasional 
writer of thoughtful and insightful music criti- 
cism for the Talkhouse and Rookie (his piece 
on “Run The Jewels 2” is one of the year’s 
most measured takes) and, most of all, a huge 
fan—during our first RedEye interview, our 
conversation went off the rails after just geek- 
ing out about The Stooges and Black Flag, 
among others. So, when I found out Tweedy 
had never heard Fleetwood Mac’s “Rumours,” 
one of the most successful and influential 
albums of all time, I knew I had to invite him 
over and play it for him. 

Even his dad was pretty surprised that 
his son hadn’t heard freaking “Rumours”; 
Spencer says the elder Tweedy incredulously 
asked, “Really? You haven't heard ‘Rumours’?” 
earlier that night. But Spencer hadn’t just not 
heard that enormous 1977 record; he couldn't 
recall ever listening to Fleetwood Mac. Not 
the iconic British/American rock band’s 1975 
self-titled album. Or 1979's “Tusk.” All he 
knew was that Stevie Nicks was in the group, 
that “Rumours” has sold a bonkers amount of 
records (more than 40 million copies world- 
wide) and that Lindsey Buckingham “shows 
up sometime.” Even the album’s famous 
backstory of intra-band drama, breakups and 
drug use was news to him. All in all, he was the 
perfect candidate to experience the record 
in its purest form, without the baggage of its 
famous origin story and without the clouding 


nostalgia from loving it as a kid. 


“T can’t say that it’s not good enough to 
revisit,” says Spencer, who is clear he doesn’t 
want to seem like some whippersnapper set 
on trashing established rock idols. “The chip- 
per songs are definitely good enough to come 
back to.” 

Incorporating the widely used star-rating 
approach, how many would he give “Rumours” 
out of four? 

“Tt’s heretical, but I think it’s a three stars 
out of four,” he says. “I think it landed where 
I thought it was going to be—I may have 
had higher expectations. ...

But [there’s} some great stuff on it 
and some really awesome sounds —like the 
drum sounds. 

“I think it’s meant for a kid going to high 
school in 1978 in California who’s laying on 
their bedroom floor with headphones on. I’m 
just trying to think of some place or some way 
where it would strike me. For me, it doesn’t 
feel too far off from stuff in the same ballpark 
that I love to feel too mind-blowing —like 
Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young or Pink Floyd’s 
‘Dark Side of the Moon.’ I just kept on want- 
ing to hear all those things instead.”
